CHICAGO, Nov. 24.— Two freight trains on 


the Chicago & Alton railroad collided ono 
milu south ot Chenoa, Ills., early Tuesday 
morning. A dciiso fog was hanging over 
tho land, making it impossible to discern sig- 
nal lights. Tho two trains wore going south, 
tho ono ahead running slowly nnd the other 
rushing on at gool speed.

heavy truck fell on top of him. Ho would 
have been crushed to death had it not toon 
for the intervention of a. passenger, whoso 
action on this occasion merits a word of 
kindly npplauso. His name is August Lock- 
hordt, a Dane or Norwegian, and he was 
stealing'a i-ido—in ordinary circumstances 
ho would bo classed as a tramp. Ho was on 
the samo car with tho brakomaii when tho 
collision occurred, and -was in a position to 
take in tho wholo situation. 
Jumping down 


to whoro tho brakoman was jammed in, 
Lockhert managed by a dosperato effort to 
gat a block under tho truck to keep it 
up for a moment, and then rushing forward 
ho procured jacks, by moans of which, alono 
and unaided by any ono, he raised the truck 
up and dragged tho brakiinian out from bo- 
neath tho wreck. Tho drawhoad had fallen 
across his kneo, and his- leg was broken and 
crushed so badly that it will Imvo to bo am- 
putated. 


Lockherdt, after ho had rescued tho brake- 


iniin from his perilous plight, lifted him in 
his arms and carried the wounded man a 
milo along Ilia track till ho found a place 
whoro ho could bo -attended to.

A Wooden Shoe Ono of tho First In- 


ventions Patented Under the Confeder- 
acy—Wooden Bottoms In General U-JC. 
Material for Upjicrn. 


Tho dearth of leather also drovo the people 


to all sorts of grotesque expedients. 
Role 


leather, especially, owing to tbo dilficulty 
which the small tanneries ex;>orionced in its 
production, was extremely scarce. Wood, 
which had long been worn to a limited cs- 
tffiit by the slaves in somo localities, now 
came into general use in tho making of shoes. 
A wooden shoe was among the very first in- 
ventions patented unrier tho Confederate 
government, 
fn the lieginning a considcr- 


nlilc variety of shapes prevailed. Somo could 
do no hotter than dig nut a rude wooden 
receptacle for tho foot, a travesty on tlio 
sabot worn by tho French peasants, a strip of 
leather being attached to tho top by means of 
which tho clog was. secured to the ankle. 
But 


by far t!iu hi.-st and most comfortable style, 
and ono which was adopted whenever the ad- 
ditional leather required was to be hail, was a 
simple sole of ash, willow or somo light wood, 
to which full leather uppers were fastened 
with tnclis, At first these were so thick, i" 
order to insure durability, that among their 
various other cffocts was that of adding very 
sensibly to the stature of tho community. 


Later on it was found better to make the 


solo thinner, and protect tHom from wearing 
by nailing on their bottoms light irons, simi- 
lar in shape to a horseshoe. Thoy nro-iieces- 
Barily tho noisiest shoes over worn, announc- 
ing tho approach of their wearers utugooi 
round distance, When the air was clear am 
the ground frozen ono was by this mean 
kept well apprised of tho movements of hi 
immediate neighbors. 
Especially did thei 


telltale clatter make them tho abomination o 
tho negro in his nocturnal rambles. To th 
dismay of nervous people and careful house 
wives, their effect indoors wassomothingter 
rifle, though after irons camo into vogue and 
lessened tho impacting surface the clatte 
upos toned down to something unilor tin 
tramp or ahorse. Nor wero they much liis 
destructive to floors, whilo carpets simply dii 
not exist in their wake. Despito the scrub 
bing and scouring of a.quarter century, thei 
marks are yot to bo seen in some bouses. 


USE Ol' WOODEN BOTTOMS. 


Tin; nso of wooden bottoms for shoes wo? 


by no means confined to the negroes. They 
wero worn by tbo majority of laboring peo 
pie, us well us by many ol both saxes who 
bad bcf-n reared in affluence. The scarcity of 
tho lost winter of the war drove families int. 
them, excopt tho littlo feet which could not 
be trusted to. steer such craft, but bore then 
share of martyrdom by being imprisonix" 
throughout tho livelong dreary months. 


Groat, skill and caution wore requisite to 


keep afoot in wooden bottoms at all. A queer 
spectacle it was, too, to soo ono'» fellow beings 
stepping gingerly around, as if tbero wero 
universal rnwgivingH as to the safeness of til1 
earth's crust. Ono ihay forget bis first feat 
with firearms and oven his exploit on skates 
but never bis first flight on—or, to be accu- 
rate, his first abduction by wooden bottoms. 
Jf tho solos, which, in a clumsy attempt to IK 
the foot were shapeil liko rocliei-s, wen- once 
set in motion,'they persisted in inexorably 
tilting one forward, especially In descending 
n hill, lill volition was utterly lost, and noih- 
i:ig short of an ascont or a fall could arrest 
them. However, in time thoy became com- 
paratively manageable, ono Dotting able to 
choose- his own path, as well as to havo some 
small voice in stoppages. 


Uppers were mado of1 such random pieces 


of leather, or of anything bearing tho faint- 
est semblance of leather, ajj could bo lighted 
on. Carriago curtains and bnggy tops wero 
acceptable. 
Tn some cases old 
morocco 


koibooks wero converted Into children's 


shoos, whilo many ladles managed to fashion 
themselves a sort of moccasin out of tho 
niost heterogeneous and unpromising mate- 
risls. Won to tho careless wight who suf- 
fered his saddled horse to stand out near tho 
church, store or postofQco after nightfall! 
The chances wero that when ho went to 
nnunt lie would find that some ono had ap- 
iropnuted his saddle rlclrts tor solo leather, 
irili-ss he had fortfo-Ucd such an act by ap- 
propriating thorn to that end himself.—At- 
lantic Monthly.

The fire was just about one 
thousand foot distint from tho fire oie- 
torn and it was some timo before more 
than one stream nould be put on the fire 
as u portion ot one line ot hose had to be 
taken to make the first roach the fire- 
The building by this time was all on fire 
under the roof, and all tho appartments 
were filled with dense and suffocating 
smoke, making it very difficult to reach 
the bod of fire, and it was not until tne 
entire upper story o£ the building was 
destroyed that tho Cro was subdued. 


The building was owned by Mr. W. H. 


Cheeney, and was occupied by A. H. 
Finlay and family. There was an insur- 
anje on the building of S900, St. Paul 
Fire and Marmo, with the agenrjy of 
Mark-Ripley, and SSOO on contents ih 
the Home of New York, with the agency 
of Silas Hayner. The loss will not ex- 
caed tho insurance. 


Tho cause of tha fire was tho careless 


use of gasoline.
